Explicit laatmctions 


TO APPEAL TO THE FEDERAL COURTS, 


U Necessary to Prevent the Opening ol 


the Columbian Exposition on the 


Sabbath—The Bonded Ware- 


house Scheme Impracticable. 


. WASHINGTON, May 29.—The attorney 
general's explicit instructions to the 
United States district attorney In Chi- 
cago to present the matter of the open- 
Ing of the World's fair on Sunday to 
the federal courts in case he found on 
his return to Chicago that the coxnmis- 
•km adhered to ita announced purpose 
of opening the gates on Sunday next, 
ta understood to be In line with a gen- 
eral policy adopted by the administra- 
tion after full consideration. Attor- 
ney-General Olney being seen, unhesi- 
tatingly confirmed the statement u to 
the nature of the instructions he had 
given the district attorney, and as to 
the determination of his department 
to take legal measures to prevent the 
law of congress being violated. 


The interest which the official an- 


nouncement of the attorney general's 
Instructions has evoked, has rather 
dwarfed the significance of the resolu- 
tions adopted by the general assembly 
yesterday to appoint a committee to 
wait upon Secretary Carlisle to ask 
him to treat the exposition aa a bonded 
warehouse and to order If closed on 
Sunday as all other 
bonded ware- 


houses are. 
Treasury officials en- 


trusted with the enforcement, of •cus- 
toms laws see obvious difficulties in the 
way of carrying out this programme. 


There is no way, they say, In which 


the exposition buildings containing 
bonded exhibits could be closed like 
bonded warehouses except by placing 
locks upon them. 


Assistant Secretary Spaulding, who 


has charge of customs matters, said 
yesterday morning that this would be 
obviously impracticable as the foreign 
exhibits and exhibits of American 
goods were In many instances side by 
side. Moreover the responsibility tor 
the safe-keeping of the foreign bonded 
goods was imposed upon the local di- 
rectory. Consequently the point made 
hat the buildings were In the same 
.tegory as bonded warehouses, Sec- 


retary Spaulding said, does not hold 
good. 


The committee appointed by the gen- 
ral assembly waited on Attorney-Qen- 
ral Olney in regard to this matter yes- 
terday afternoon, and were much 
gratified to learn of his decisive action.

The attention of the specta- 
tors vras mainly absorbed in Lord Dun- 
raven's new yacht, the Valkyrie, which 
la to compete for the American cup, 
and her every paint was viewed and 
studied with the greatest interest. 


The Prince of Wales' cutter Brittan- 


nia won the race, and tho Prince an- 
nounced himself highly «atis0ed with 
the performance of his boat, which was 
one of the three Scotch cutters recently 
built on the Clyde for the season's ra- 
cing. 


The Valkyrie was second,the Inverna 


third, and the Callum fourth.

WASHINGTON, May 86.—Is order that 


there may be uniformity of action 
among collectors M customs and a 
thorough underBta|iding on their part 
of the secretary's fonatrnction of ex- 
isting laws on the) Chines* question, 
Secretary Carlisle has written a letter 
of instructions on the subject. The 
letter it is said, does not ml ate to the 
Geary exclusion act and makes no 
change in the orders already issued. 
The letter reads as follows: 


WiUHIHOTOH, Hav M. taHt. 


SIR—Bv department circular, dated the <th 
lust, oncers of this department were In- 
structed to refrain (rom making trreata under 
the provisions of the act approved leap 6,1S9& 
entitled "An Act to Prohibit the Coming ot 
Chinese Persons Into the Dulled States," un- 
til otherwise directed. Thla order remains In 
force so far as it applies to Chinese persons 
who have failed to obtain certificates of resi- 
dence ander the provisions of the sixth section 
of said act but who otherwise would have a 
right to remain In the United States 


It IQ known, however, that great numbers of 


Chinese laborers have entered the United 
States In violation of the provisions of the act 
approved May 6,1882, as amended by the aot 
approved July 8,1884, and ot the act approved 
October 1,1888. Many of these persons have 
obtained admission upon false representations 
that they were not laborers bub merchants, and 
others hare entered claudestinoly from vari- 
ous foreign territory 


Inviting your attention to the 1st, 2d, 3d, 1th 


and 6th sections of the act approved May 6, 
1892, entitled "An act to Prohibit the Corn- 
Inn of Chinese Persons Into the United 
States" 
which 
enforce

prohibiting 
the 


coming into this country of- Chinese laborers, 
and provide lor toe trial, Imprisonment and 
deportation of such persons, who, under said 
taws, are not found to be lawfully entitled to 
remain In the United Statos.you are directed to 
use all the means under your control to enforce 
Bald laws and take such action us may be nee* 
cssary to procure the arrest and deportation ot 
Chinese laborers who are unable to show that 
they have obtained lawful admission into the

FIVE SUSPICIOUS DEATHS 


Lead to the Arreet ol an Indlanapolla 


Servant CHrf—A Cleat Oaae. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 26.—Coroner 


Beck is making an investigation of the 
death of the five members of the family 
ef Wm. Koesters, 458 South Meridian 
street. The first death occurred three 
months ago, when his child, aged S, 
died suddenly. Then two other chil- 
dren died of very much the same symp- 
toms as the first one. Suspicions of 
poisoning were entertained, but there 
being no evidence, an analysis of the 
stomach was not made. Then about 
three weeks ago the infant child was 
found dead in bed. Last Sunday even- 
ing Mrs. Clara Koestere, mother of 
Wm. Koesters, took sick after eating 
supper, with all the symptoms of poi- 
soning. She died in a few hours. 


Druggist G. F. Borst then notified 


the family that the servant girl, Anna 
Wagner, had purchased at his store the 
same morning a box of rough on rats. 
The coroner was at once called and yes- 
terday afternoon he putjail the facts in 
the hands of the pollce'and suggested 
the arrest of the servant girl on the 
charge of murder. 


The girl, Annie Wagner, is under ar- 


rest, charged with murder, and enough 
evidence has turned up to make what 
seems a very clear case. A box of 
'•rough on rats," which Druggist Borst 
declares she purchased of him on Mon- 
day, 
was found in a closet in the house. 


She stoutly denies having purchased 
the poison, and declares that it was 
given to her by her sister, Mrs. Tillie 
Bergman, to kill rats. Mrn. Bergman 
denies all knowledge of the poison. 


The Wagner girl is a comely yonng 


German woman of !i5, and has been in 
America four yean. She is as stoical 
as an Indian, and stoutly declares her 
innocence. She can scarcely apeak a 
word of English, and the officials are 
competed to do their talking through 
an interpreter.

Other member* of the suite entered a 
second carriage, and then both car- 
riages were driven down to the wharf, 
to which the steamboat Gen. Slocnm 
was moored.

Dntiae 
have been, on many oommoditiee, cot in 
two, while the estimated revenues with 
each a meainre an not greatly dimm- 
nhed —The Pans Gazette. 


H the amount of duty paid on imported 


goods is added to the pne« of tbe goods 
to the consumer, and also advances the 
price of tie like article made by oar own 
manafsotarere, and tbat advance in price 
goes into the mannfsatnrars pocket, ac- 
cording to the Democratic theory of a 
tariff, how oan ouch a tariff be submitted 
by a Tariff Reform club in justice to the 
people? If, as the Democrats claim, a 
tariff OD imported macnfaotnres, the !ike 
of which we produce at home IB "legal- 
ized robbery" as to our home made 
good?, bow can tbe Democratic party 
justify the act ot continuing the robbery 
in the dogree proposed when the fruit of 
that lolibery goes into the pockets of onr 
own manufacturers?

This 
mean* thit this increase in the amount 
of imported manufactures from abroad 
will misplace an equal amount that onr 
own manufactories are now producing 
and wiling in this market. This wonld, 
ot course, mean the closing of many fac- 
tories ben and throwing many of onr 
workmen out of employment; and m 
addition to this the closing ot onr fac- 
tories would remove them from the field 
ot competition which wonld result in the 
increase of the price of goods to the con- 
sumer, including tha labonngmen out of 
work. 


It the Gazette ta correct m its notion 


as t,o what the result ot this proposed 
redaction ot tariff duties will be on Uie 
revenue, tben the remit ot the bill, it it 
becomes a law, npon tbe laboriocmen 
and tbe factories m onr oonntry, must be 
ai above stated and it ought to be enti- 
tled a bill for an act to injure American 
industries and American labor and build 
up thoen of Great Britain.

had in two or three months. When I 
inquired about tbeaa eaaws a tew d»j» 
ago I wae informed that f orther evi- 
dence bad bees called for, enoh u rela- 
ted to the credibility at witnesses, etc. 
Further and more specific inquiries have 
convinced me that evary eiouae is being 
made to postpone, and it possible pre- 
vent, the final adjudication ot oases un- 
der the disability act, and to reject and 
refuse to reopen aa many canes aa pos- 
sible. Every possible obstacle is thrown 
in (he way ot tbe applicants; one re- 
quirement ia no sooner answered than a 
new one u imposed, an1] tbe entire pro- 
ceeding u outrageous.
